“Any suggestion that there is 
an agreement to build 2 Mit- 
subishi car or any other Jap- 
anese car at any of our plants 
in Europe is entirely untrue,” 
Chrysler Corp.’s European vice- 
President, Don Lander, sald after 
Mitsubishi's first statement. 

Denial in Detroit 

Chrysler had not seen a plan 
or agreement to bulid a Mit- 
subishi car at its European 
plants, a Chrysler spokesman 
added in Detroit. 

But according to Mitsubishi, 
the joint production plan had 
been broached by Chrysler, with 
the new models to be distributed 
as Chrysler cars throughout the 
Chrysler network.
